Q: When does the City's mosquito 


spraying machine operate and how do I 
get it to come to my house? I've never 
seen it in my neighborhood, or for that 
matter, anywhere else around town. 
(J.G.) 


Q: When is the City going to spray for 


mosquitos? They're so bad now you 
can't go outside the door without them 
taking you off. We couldn't sit in our 
yard or do our outdoor barbecuing last 
Sunday as we planned. (Mrs. C.A.) 


A: These two Act-Sun inquiries were 


received one right behind the other this 
week, so we are printing both 
simultaneously. 
The 
"fogging 


machine," as it's called has been 
operating for more than two weeks now, 
since being repaired, about four hours a 
night, according to the City Sanitation 
Dept. The mosquito fogging machine 
usually begins operating in the twilight 
hours, from 6 or so p.m. until 10 or 10:30 
p.m. It has no "fixed route" or schedule. 
"We send it out on Specific streets in 
response to citizen complaints in ad- 
dition to just generally taking it around 
town," said a city spokesman. For those 
who want to register a "come by my 
house" location, telephone the City Barn 
through the City Hall switchboard, 874- 
4755. 


Q: If I had a specific question con- 
cerning President Nixon's "wage-price" 
freeze and what effect it would have on 
me as individual, or as a business 
operator, to whom would I address such 
inquiry? (A. C.) 
A: Secretary of the Treasury John 
Connally has .announced that the 360 
"district offices" of the Internal 
Revenue Service will work with the 
Office of Emergency Preparedness 
functioning as "service and complaint 


~ centers" to answer wage-price freeze 


questions. 


For the Corsicana area, this would be 


the Dallas District IRS office, Federal 
Building, 1100. Commerce St., Dallas.

Telephoned inquiries may be directed to 
744-3611 in Dallas, the IRS office. 


Q: Can any sbrt of filtering system be 
installed by an individual citizen in his 
home to eliminate the horrible taste 
from Corsicana's water since the lake 
turned over as explained earlier by 
Daily Act-Sun? What would the cost be? 
Or can the City put in a filter? 
A: City Water Superintendent Willard 
Davis knows of no' 'store bought'' device 
you could buy. A water softener machine 
might help some. "A homeowner could 
install his own 'small treatment plant' 
similar to the City's or what industry 
uses, but it would involve design and 
small scale manufacture and it would be 
very expensive." He points out that a 
"filter" in the sense you apparently have 
reference to wouldn't remove the 
"taste" as it would pass through the 
filter along with the water. The answer 
is to precipitate out the solid particles in 
the water, the miscroscopic bugs 
causing the disagreeable taste; and the 
City is now doing this by stepping up 
treatment of the raw water before it 
enters the Water Treatment Plant, and 
treating the water with chemicals as it 
undergoes the purification process in the 
filter plant. 


Q: If your car is 4 years old, or older, is 


it still subject to taxes. If not, can we get 
a refund on a 1965 car we paid taxes on 
last year? (Mrs. J.P.) 


A: Nayarro County keeps a car on its 


tax rolls for four years, drops it in the 
fifth year. The City (Corsicana) keeps a 
car on the tax roll for six years, drops it 
in the seventh year. Since you say you 
paid taxes last year the County Tax 
Assessor-Collector's office says no 
refund is possible as taxes paid in the 
calendar year 1970 were based on the 
1969 tax rolls and 1969 would have been 
the fourth year your car was on the rolls.

The company also expects to report a 
loss from operations said the release, for 
the second quarter, estimating the 
figure, exclusive of the provision for loss 
on its investment and advances to Ennis 
Brandon, to be in the area of $500,000 
after tax credits. 


The company earned $431,663 in its 


second quarter last year.

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La Raza Unida in Charge of Schools 


Dozens of Families Leaving Crystal City District 


CRYSTAL CITY, Tex. (AP)- 


Dozens of Anglo and Mexican- 
American families are leaving 
this South Texas town so their 
children won't have to spend an- 
other year in schools controlled 
by the militant La Raza Unida 
Party. 


Neither the school administra- 


tion nor its critics expect many 
Anglos to show up when classes 
start Aug. 30. 


Opponents of La Raza Unida 


say it s control of the school 
board and the city council have 
scared away industry, killed the 
local Rotary Club and chased off 
Protestant church members. 


"It's not too much to say that 


Crystal City is falling apart," 
asserts Wayne Hamilton, 38, one 
of two Anglos remaining on the 
seven-man school board. 


"The fact that the Anglos are 


leaving isn't an indication that 
the community is falling apart; 
the racists are just leaving," re- 
sponds school board president 
Jose Angel Gutierrez, 26, a 
founder of La Raza Unida. 


In 1970-71, the first year of La 


Raza Unida control, the school 
district had an average daily at- 
tendance of 2,487, with about 225 
to 250 Anglos. The 1970 census 
showed the town had 8,104 peo- 
ple, down from 9,440 in 1960, 
with an estimated 80 to 90 per 
cent of the population Mexican- 
American. Migrant farm work- 
ers children make up more 
than half of the district's pupils, 
according to school Supt. Angel 
Noe Gonzalez. 
La Raza Unida's domination 


of the city council and its ex- 
pected capture of the Zavala 
County government next year do 
not evoke the strong emotions of 
the school situation. 


"In a town like this, you can 


take the city, and you can take 
the county, whatever they do. 
But when the schools go to hell, 
that's chaos," Hamilton, a ranch 
business manager, said. 


Whether the schools are "go- 


ing to hell" is a matter of con- 
siderable dispute, but most An- 
glos and a number of middle 
class Mexican-Americans think 
they are.

MEXICO CITY (AP)-Mexico 


will fight a 10 per cent import 
surtax, Finance Secretary Hugo 
B. Margarin has told Mexico's 
labor and business leaders. 


Margain said Tuesday all Latin 


American imported products, not 
just those under the quota system 
should be exempt from President 
Nixon's order for a wage and 
price freeze in the United States. 


"This would have been in ac- 


corance with U.S. committment 
made at Punta del Este," Mar- 
gain told the leaders at a meeting 
with President Luis Echeverria. 


"As a matter of principle," 


Margain added, "We will fight 
against the application of the 10 
per cent surtax." 


Mexico sent last week a special 


mission to the United States to 
argue before Washington offi- 
cials for an exemption of 10 per 
cent surtax for Mexican prod- 
ucts. 


U. S. Treasury Secretary John 


Connally told Mexicans that the 
U.S. "would study the request" 
but noted that for the time being 
there would be no exception." 
Margain said that Mexico will 


take all measures to prepare for 
the effects of the U.S. decision. 
Victoria Bank 
Discriminated 
Against Women 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Re- 


versing the lower court on four 
out of five points, a federal ap- 
peals court has ruled that the 
American Bank of Commerce in 
Victoria, Tex., discriminated 
against its women employes by 
paying them less than men doing 
the same work. 


The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of 


Appeals remanded the case to 
U.S. District Court to determine 
the damages involved. , 


Basically, the decision rever- 


sed the district judge's ruling 
that the male employes involved 
were paid only slightly more than 
female employees and therefore 
the claim of sex discrimination 
was without merit.

transfers would violate a federal

order 
in a 
school 


desegregation case, and the 


transfers were denied. 


U. S. Dist. Judge Wayne Jus- 


tice of Tyler told the Texas Ed- 
ucation Agency not to permit 
transfers that would "reinforce, 
renew or encourage the continu- 
ation of acts and practices re- 
sulting from discriminatory 
treatment of students on the 
ground of race, color or national 
origin."

children attend school.

people have left town since school 
was out," said R. C. Tate, head of

newly 
formed 
private 


elementary school that will open 


Monday in rooms provided by the 
First Methodist and First Baptist 
Churches. 


Tate said the school, staffed 


entirely by former Crystal City 
public-school teachers, was set 
up to stem the flow of people from 
the town. 


"Too many people are just 


leaving town altogether. If we 
can hold them, that's what we 
want to do," said Tate, 70, former 


Crystal City School Super- 
intendent. 


One who plans to pay the $38 


monthly tuition for his second- 
grade daughter in the private 
school is Santos Nieto, 32, who 
taught high school world history 
and Spanish here last year. 


Nieto was asked to resign when 


the school board learned he had 
applied to transfer his daugher to 
Lapryor. He is working at a 


service station now, but hopes to 
teach in Carrizo Springs. 


Nieto was defeated by a La 


Raza Unida candidate when he 
ran for re-election to the city 
council in April. 


He said he wanted to get his 


daughter out of the Crystal City 
schools because she was coming 
home talking about La Raza 
Unida— "She had heard about it 
from her teacher." 


"I didn't like this politics going 


into the school," Nieto said. 


"This last year in the class- 


room, kids just wouldn't mind me 
because they knew I wouldn't get 
any backing from the principal," 
Nieto said. 


"That's why we have all new 


principals," Supt. Gonzalez said 
when told of Nieto's complaint. 
"Our policy will be to maintain 
discipline." 


U.S. Currency Worthless in Nation's Earliest Days 


WASHINGTON (AP) - If your 


dollar is worth less today, take 
this comfort: U.S. currency was 
worthless in the nation's earliest 
days. 


President Nixon pointed up the 


dollar's current hard times when 
last Sunday he set it loose to float 
in the sea of international 
currency and issued a temporary 
wage-price freeze. 


Today the modern machinery 


of the monetary marketplace 
adds some stability to dollar 


dealing, but it wasn't always that 
way. 


In the first years following the 


Declaration of Independence in 
1776, there was no dollar. English 
shillings, Spanish doubloons and 
French louis d'or circulated in 
the former colonies. Slowed trade 
and confusion resulted. 


Banks and jurisdictions also 


printed their own currency. 
During the Revolutionary War, 
the British counterfeited so much 
Continental currency that it 


became worthlwess—and gave 
birth to the phrase, "not worth a 
Continental." 


In 1785, the Continental Con- 


gress functioning under the 
dhort-lived Articles of Con- 
federation adopted the dollar as 
the monetary standard of the new 
United States. 


But the monetary system the 


country now knows didn't really 
begin until 1792, when the minting 
of coins was authorized in 


legislation under the new Con- 
stitution. 


That act established the U.S. 


mint and said it could strike 
eagles, half eagles and quarter 
eagles of gold; dollars, half dol- 
lars, quarter dollars, dimes and 
half dimes of silver; and cents 
and half-cents of copper. An 
eagle was worth $10. 


Alexander Hamilton, the first 


secretary of the treasury, and 
Thomas Jefferson, the first sec- 
retary of state, largely influenced 


the choice of the dollar as the 
principal monetary unit. 


In 1791, Jefferson wrote: "In 


fixing the unit of money, these 
circumstances are of principal 
importance: 1, That it be of 
convenient size to be applied as a 
measure to the common money 
transactions of life. 2. That its 
parts and multiples be in an easy 
proportion, so as to facilitate the 
money arithmetic. 3. That the 
unit and its parts or divisions be 
so nearly of the value of some of 


the known coins, as they may be 
of easy adoption by the people." 
He recommended the Spanish 
dollar as a model. 


Though the United States is 


now the only principal nation in 
the world which doesn't measure 
length, weight and volume on the 
metric system, it asopted a 
metric system for currency at the 
outset. 


The word "dollar" was no 


American creation. 


It originated with a large silver 


coin minted about 1518 in the 
valley of St. Joachim, now in 
Czechoslovakia. The coin was 
caled the joachlimstaler, then 
the thaler, and, eventually, the 
daalder, and dollar. 


From the adoption of the 


Constitution until 1861, paper 
money in the United States was 
issued by banks operating under 
federal or state charters. Money 
thus appeared in hundreds of 
different designs. An estimated 
one third of the currency in

The first paper money issued 


by the U.S. government took the 
form of $5, $10 and $20 Treasury 
demand notes bearing no in- 
terest. 


In 1962, Congress authorized 


issuance of United States notes, 
popularly called greenbacks, in 
denominations from $1 to $1,000. 


United States notes now make 


up less than 1 per cent of cir- 
culating paper money. More than 
99 per cent is federal .reserve 
notes, which are obligations of 
the United States issued through 
the 12 Federal Reserve Banks. 


Coinage law has changed many 


times since those first eagles 
were minted. In 1965, silver was 
eliminated irom most coinage 
due to a world shortage of the 
metal. 


The Gold Reserve Act of 1934 


ended coinage of gold money and 
centralized a reserve of gold 
bullion held by the government. 
It prohibitied citizens from 
hoarding gold or using it as 
money. 


And the Gold Reserve Act set 


the price of gold at its present $35 
per ounce. 


After World War II, when much 


world finance was in chaotic 
condition, the present In- 
ternational Monetary Fund came 
'uiw being with the dollar and 
gold at its center. 


Under this system, member 


nations peg the value of their 
currency in terms of gold. The 
foreign exchange rites for these 
currencies had to be kept within 1 
per cent of the stated par value. 


Central banks of foreign na- 


- tions kept these rates steady by 


purchasing dollars with their own 
currency or selling dollars for 
their own currency, depending on 
their balance of payments. 


The United States maintained 


the international value of its 
currency by buying or selling 
gold—pr, under a newer system, 
executing transactions in a 
financial device nicknamed 
paper gold. The price was still $35 
an ounce. 


Because of many U.S. dollars 


have gone abroad since the war, 
it became more and more dif- 
ficult to maintain the inter- 
national dollar value. 


And so, last Sunday, the 


President reounced the U.S. 
pledge to buy dollars for real or 
paper gold and invited foreign 
nations to let the dollar seek its 
own value level-probably lower. 


The dollar has also had its 


value problems at home in the 
face of rising prices.
